TOKYO SniP BOMB 
FOUND IN SEATILE 


Firing Hand on 369-Stick 
Device Only Eighth of 
an Inch From Contact. 


SEATTLE, Jan. 21.—(P)—A 
powerful bomb, assertedly fash- 
ioned for an attempt to blow up 


the Japanese liner Hiye Maru, was 
found beneath a Seattle pier to- 
day and police began investigat- 
ing reported ramifications of the 
unsuccessful plot. 

The bomb yielded 369 sticks of 
“60 per cent” dynamite, 28 fuses 
and a time-firing device. An ex- 
pert said it contained enough ex- 
Plosive to blast a hole five or 
six feet in diameter in the ship’s 
hull. 

A preliminary examination in- 
dicated water leaking into the

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Authority, the cause has been not 
unlawful competition, but the law- 
ful allurement of substantially 
lower prices. 

“No fraudulent attempt has 
been made to secure complainants 
markets. Whatever compulsion 
exists is the inevitable compulsion 
exercised by the fact that a com- 
petitor sells at lower rates than 
complainants.” 

Conspiracy Unproved. 

The decision continued, “facts 
do not establish a conspiracy be- 
tween the TVA and PWA.” 

“The acts done by the officials 
of the PWA,” it said, “in co-op- 
eration with the officials of the 
TVA, as shown by this record, 
were done with the intent to carry 
out provisions of the PWA stat- 
ute: the acts done by the TVA... 
were done with the intent to carry 
out the TVA statute.” 

As to coercion of municipalities 
and co-operatives, the opinion as- 
serted: 

“These cities and co-operatives 
were free to obtain information 
and counsel from any source. In 
each case the decision of the mu- 
nicipality involved was made 
either by the citizens at election, 
or by its-duly elected officers.” 

Navigation and flood control 
were dealt with at length, the 
court declaring: 

“The overwhelming weight of 
testimony’ supports defendants’ 
contention that the mandatory 
provisions of the statute that 
navigation and flood control be 
given primary consideration ... is 
at all times scrupulously followed 
and that the statute is neither vio- 
lated or exceeded. ... 

Without Foundation. 

“The contention that the statute 
and the unified project authorized 
are a sham and pretense is with- 
out foundation. It cannot be dis- 
puted that the river is navigable. 
... We are not at liberty to con- 
clude the river is not susceptible 
of development as an important 
waterway ... nor that it cannot 
be regulated so as to assist sub- 
stantially in the control of:

“It is a strange doctrine that 
acts authorized by a _ sovereign 
state constitute interference with 
its sovereign rights because of the 
fact that they are also authorized 
by the federal government,” the 
opinion added. 

No Abdication. 


“We think that deliberate co- 
operation between the state and 
the United States, authorized in, 
each case by both the state and 
legislature and by the congress, 
constitutes no abdication of any 
state right.” 

“Since the United States has ac- 
quired these dam sites legally, the 
water power, the right to convert 
it into electric energy, and the en- 
ergy produced constitute property 
belonging to the United States,” 
the opinion declared. 

“This electric energy may be 
rightfully disposed of by the 
United States through the action 
of congress. 

“We conclude that, since none

CITY AUDITORIUM 
REPAIR HASTENED 


Completion Expected March 
29; Mrs. Roosevelt May 
Attend Opening. 


Possibility that Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt may participate in the 
official opening of the city audi- 
torium was expressed yesterday as 
the finance comittee added $5,000 
to the repair fund to expedite 
completion of renovation work. 

Mrs. Roosevelt will be in Atlan- 
ta on March 29 to attend the con- 
ference on Rural-Urban Women of 
Georgia. The auditorium was 
originally scheduled to open April 
1, but Mayor Hartsfield voiced 
hope that the structure could be 
finished by March 29 so that the 
President’s wife could take part 
in the program. 

Robert L. McDougall, area en- 
gineer for the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration, explained that the 
work on the auditorium was 
threatened with an indefinite de- 
lay unless the needed funds were 
provided. The committee imme- 
diately voted to transfer the $5,- 
000 from the “tax refund” account 
in the budget. 

Mayor Hartsfield said he would 
call a special session of city coun- 
cil at 3 o’clock Monday afternoon 
for the purpose of ratifying the 
committee’s action. 

Low estimates on the renovation 
work were held as the principal 
reason for need of additional 
funds. Councilman John A. White, 
chairman of the auditorium com- 
mittee, said necessary expendi- 
tures on practically every phase 
of the repair program have ex- 
ceeded estimates. The city will 
have spent $126,500 on the reno- 
vation work if the additional $5,- 
amen! is included, the councilman 
said. 

The extra $5,000 will be used 
to reinforce 14 columns under 
cantilevers coming from the base- 
ment of the building.

REASON FOR OPTIMISM 

There is genuine reason for renewed opti- 
mism by the entire nation in the results of the 
conference between President Roosevelt and 
the Business Advisory Council, of 50 industrial 
leaders, held at the White House on Wednesday 
night. Further conferences with executives of 
smaller businesses are to be held, it has since 
been stated, by the President. 

The only hope for final defeat of the eco- 
nomic problems that beset the country lies in 
full and frank co-operation between business 
and government. There has been too strong a 
tendency in recent years on the part of gov- 
ernmental theorists to attack business—too 
much inclination to brand the leaders of the 
nation’s industrial life with derogatory labels. 

On the other hand, it is probable that busi- 
ness, speaking collectively, has taken advantage 
of its power, in some instances, in ways not for 
the best interest of the people as a whole. 

There must be a better understanding and 
an ultimate unselfish co-operation between 
both, to the end that the average man may 
know greater security and enjoy more of the 
luxuries and advantages that the modern world 
can supply. 

President Roosevelt, it is reported, agreed at 
the Wednesday conference on five basic prin- 
ciples held by the council to be essential for 
the future prosperity of business and industry 
in the United States. 

These included the decision that there must 
be no further cheapening of the dollar or ex- 
cessive “pump-priming” of industry; that re- 
vision of the undistributed profits tax and the 
capital gains tax is imperative; that not all 
holding companies are detrimental to the pub- 
lic interest; that the fear of destructive gov- 
ernment competition with public utility com- 
panies should be removed, and that outmoded 
anti-trust laws should be amended so that 
beneficial co-operation may be practiced within 
industry without fear of government inter- 
ference. 

There have been unsupportable charges that 
business has deliberately brought about the 
current recession in order to embarrass the ad- 
ministration. Such charges are palpably ab- 
surd. No businessman will deliberately penal- 
ize his own stockholders to satisfy a mere 
prejudice. If there is any one factor in the 
entire situation which may be conceded as fact, 
it is that there is no group so desirous of 
nation-wide prosperity as the businessmen 
themselves. They would not be businessmen 
long were it otherwise. 

What hurts business hurts every man, wom- 
an and child in the nation. There is no one 
whose own success in life is not inextricably 
bound up with the general success of private 
business. This is true of the most remote farmer 
as well as of the worker in the largest indus- 
trial plant of the nation. 

Steady adherence to the policies agreed upon 
at the White House conference on Wednesday 
will hasten the coming of a united nation, link- 
ing all groups, governmental, industrial, execu- 
tive and labor, together in a long, steady pull 
which will lift the nation to a new pinnacle 
of prosperity and content. 

United a nation may march steadily along 
the highway of improving social conditions. 
Divided, it must inevitably split into warring 
groups that can only slip back. And the key- 
stone of the entire co-operative structure is the 
loyal business group. 

Nothing in recent years has held out such 
hope for a sane attack upon the nation’s prob- 
lems as the new co-operative spirit displayed 
between business and the administration. 


TURNING CLIMATE INTO CASH 

The Atlanta Convention and Visitors Bu- 
reau draws attention, in plans it has formulated 
for future activity, to the delightful summer 
climate of Atlanta, an asset of which the city 
has not yet made the most. 

The bureau plans, through a sustained pub- 
licity campaign and through special educa- 
tional efforts directed to those groups of At- 
lantans who come into most direct contact 
with visitors to the city, to stress the advan- 
tages of this city as a site for summer vaca- 
tionists and tourists from the north. 

The weather enjoyed here in the summer- 
time is more nearly ideal than that to be found 
anywhere else in the country. The summer 
day when Atlanta really suffers from excess 


heat is a rarity, while year after year rolls by | 


with scarcely a night when covers, of some sort, 
are not desirable upon all Atlanta beds. 

Such climate ts stimulating and health con- 
ducive. It tempts to serenity and restful peace 
and acts as a tonic to strangers who have grown 
accustomed, in their own homes, to long weeks 
of enervating heat, with no relief either night 
or day.

Today she is reported to have sur- 
rounded her home place, Lullingstone Castle, 
with thousands of mulberry bushes, to feéd a 
rapidly increasing number of silkworms. 

Similar programs are being pushed in other 
parts of England and from London comes the 
cheerful prediction that within the next year 
British-grown silk will not only be the best but 
the cheapest in the world. : 

Efforts have been made several times in the 
past to promote the production of silk in the 
United States. They have failed chiefly be- 
cause of ignorance as to the proper methods 
to be used. At one time government bounties 


were paid in Virginia, but ended when the in-' 


dustry proved a failure, in 1865. 

There seems little likelihood that the United 
States today could successfully compete with 
Japan for the silk markets of the world. It 
seems impracticable to raise silk for export in 
a country with high wage scales. 

But in England, Lady Dyke and others may 
be able to strike an industrial and financial 
blow at Japan which will cause that nation 
more trouble even than that she has already 
made for herself in China. 


A COMMENDABLE REJECTION 


William Loesner, a physician of Chicago, re- 
cently applied to the Florida board of medical 
examiners for permission to take the examina- 
tion for license to practice in that state. 

The Florida board refused, on the ground 
that Loesner had “violated the ethics of the 
medical profession.” The violation referred to 
was two operations for face-lifting. They were 
performed on John Dillinger and Homer Van 
Meter, criminals listed by the G-men as public 
enemies. The operations were intended to re- 
move identification marks and to change the 
appearance of two men sought for outrageous 
crimes. 


The Florida board should receive the com- 


mendation not only of the medical profession, 
but of all citizens, for its refusal to permit 
Loesner to practice. Facial surgery has its 
proper place in the art of healing. It made 
tremendous strides during the World War and 
was the means of saving thousands of wounded 
men from permanent disfigurement. 

But, when it is used to aid dangerous’ men 
escape the just deserts of their crimes, the sur- 
geon who so prostitutes his high calling should 
be forever banished from the profession in 
every state.

HOME RULE AND LOCAL BILLS 


(From the Florida Times-Union.) 


Georgians ought to stage a celebration in honor 
of one of their state senators, Joseph Burgin, of 
Buena Vista, for the service he is rendering them 
in the efforts to bring about the enactment of a 
measure which has become known as the “Burgin 
home rule bill.” He has not yet succeeded in 
getting the bill through the legislature, but he has 
not given up hope. He has brought it before one 
house or the other of the Georgia general assem- 
bly during all the years he has been a member, 
says The Atlanta Constitution. 

The p of the measure is to enact into 
law provisions that will make it possible for coun- 
ties to decide for themselves matters that are 
strictly local, and thus avoid the habit of con- 
stantly cluttering up the legislature calendar with 
innumerable “local bills” at every session. 

Anybody who has ever attended the sessions 
of a legislature knows that local bills hold no 
interest except to the community involved, and 
that the methods pursued in enacting them into 
law are a joke. No pretense is made to read such 
measures—not even by full title. They are passed 
at the rate of one a minute on “local bill night.” 
Some of them are extremely lengthy. 

Under the gentlemen’s agreement plan, such 
measures are passed without question. But in too 
many cases they contain provisions that are seri- 
ous in their import to the “people back home.” 
Salaries of city and county officials are often 
boosted by the “local bill” method; bond issues 
have been put over, and other such important 
actions taken, without giving the people a chance 
to have their say at the polls. 

Subsequently, when anything is said about re- 
ducing what appear to be excessive salaries, or to 
undo other evils foisted. upon the people by the 
“local bill” method, the stereotyped comeback is: 
“You can’t do that; the legislature passed a law 
fixing it that way.” 

Under provisions of the Burgin bill,‘burdens of 
this nature could not be heaped upon the people 
without their consent, and he is having quite a 
time of it persuading his law-making colleagues 
to agree to his views and pass his bill. The Con- 
stitution says it has been passed numerous times 
by either the senate or the house, but so far has 
never reached final enactment through the ap- 
proval of both houses during the same legislative 
term. But now there seems to be more hope. It 
has been overwhelmingly approved by the senate 
and is awaiting action by the house. 

If there be such thing as psychic influence, let 
all good citizens center their thought waves upon 
members of the lower house of the Georgia legis- 
lature and force them to act favorably at this 
session. Passage of the bill would save the tax- 
payers money, and also give the legislators more 
time to devote to matters of general state-wide 
interest. 

Furthermore, and of great importance, Georgia 
would establish a precedent that could be used 
as an example to be recommended to the law- 
makers of all other states.

FEDERAL INDUSTRIAL LOANS PLANNED WASHINGTON, 
plan to put the government into the industrial lending business in 
earnest is being seriously considered by the administration’s fiscal 
bigwigs. Studies at the Securities and Exchange Commission and 
the Federal Reserve Board have convinced several of the powers- 
that-be that some way must be found to make new funds available 
to small industrial companies. , 

Small, localized industries are the current apple of the New Deéal 
eye. The President is so interested in the “localization” of manu- 
facturing that he has played lovingly with a scheme to: destroy the 
basing point system, although even his left-wing advisers are a 
trifle nervous about it. Small, localized industries are regarded as 
the backbone of the “good 90 per cent,” and the desire is to do 
everything to encourage them in their virtue. 

It is now thought that these virtuous manufacturers have been 
left somewhere between hell and high water by the present 
of securities flotation. When they need new money for additions 
to their plants and similar purposes, they need it in small sums— 
say $25,000 or $50,000—and therein lies their trouble. 


THE SMALL MAN’S LOT. The fact that they require the new 

ae money chiefly to bet on their own 
ability to expand their businesses makes it difficult for them to 
obtain the loans from the great and powerful big-town banks. Such 
banks require collateral which the small manufacturers cannot offer. 
Local banks, although they know the manufacturers, are unwilling 
to tie up so much of their capital in semi-speculative loans. And 
the little men of Industry cannot have recourse to. underwriters, 
since the smaller issues will not pay for the underwriting costs as 
now increased by New Deal securities regulation. ° 

Thus the New Dealers argue. The answer to the problem which 
they have in mind is the usual one—let the government do it. They 
believe that the trick could be turned either by an expansion of 


' the present, .rather limited, industrial lending powers of the RFC 


and thé Federal Reserve Board, or by the establishment of a new 
agency with the sole purpose of lending to'small industry. 

One factor which makes the program more appealing is the New 
Deal itch to see a great utilities construction boom. Lately, the 
President has been giving the utilities operating, companies—as dis-. 
tinguished from the holding companies—all sorts of credit for being 
splendid, useful and co-operative business enterprises. 

He has told visiting utilities executives that he believes the utili- 
ties difficulty in getting new money is merely the result of ‘stu- 
pidity on the part of the nation’s securities underwriters.

The Sturgis and other plans boil down to a resort to the British 
system of underwriting. . If the plans go through, the banking act 
will be modified to perfit banks to “guarantee” .new securities 
issues, with the strict provision that the banks can guarantee no 
stock which the banking act forbids them to buy for their own port- 
folios. . Banks would still be’ prohibited from selling securities direct 
to the public, but the permission to guarantee would put ‘banking 
capital behind the capital of the actual underwriting firms. 

The banks would be forbidden to guarantee more than a certain 
percentage of a given issue, thus preventing banker control of the 
companies getting the new money. They would also be forbidden 
to invest their trust accounts’ funds in securities guaranteed by 
themselves. In short, an effort would be made to dip into the 
gigantic, untapped reservoir of bank funds, at the same time avoid- 
ing the old abuses of the “securities affiliate” era of the late twenties.

One plan for meeting the bank holding company problem has 
already been prepared: i Federal Reserve Board’s experts, 
Under it the board would be given greatly increased power over 
banking holding companies, similar to the powers over utilities 
holding companies now enjoyed by the SEC. The objective is to 
immobilize the holding companies in a strict regulative corset, and 
then to force a simplification of their structures, 

In this connection, the President has repeatedly said that he 
was opposed to bank holding companies operating in more than one 
state. Up to now he has expressed no dissatisfaction with one-state 
businesses. It’s amusing that, even if the program is limited as in- 
dicated by the President’s remarks, the chief victim of the anti-bank 
holding company program will be the New Deal’s only real friend 
among large bankers, Amadeo Pietro Giannini. No conceivable 
loopholes could shield the great Giannini Pacific coast banking em-

Radio Propaganda 


In America. 
NEW YORK—When I lived in 
France, I had an idea that the 


constant bombardment of public 
opinion by the official radio prop- 
aganda of the various European 
governments, which often degen- 
erates into vitriolic altercations 
not much above the level of 
tongue lashings by fish wives in 
the market, was exclusively re- 
served for listeners in France and 
England. But I have just discover- 
ed by getting up one night of in- 
somnia and switching on the radio 
that this stuff drifts over here just 
as audibly, and in fact, was spe- 
cifically addressed to Americans. 

It so happened that I listened 
in succession to an Italian and a 
Russian broadcast, both in excel- 
lent English, that is to say good in 
grammatical English, the nature of 
the information left much to ke 
desired. On Sunday afternoon I 
heard General Franco’s own sta- 
tion lay a verbal barrage against 
France that must have rous 
Frenchmen,. if they heard, to vio- 
lent resentment. France, said the 
Insurgent speaker, is responsible 
for the killing of thousands of in- 
nocent women and children by 
having allowed young French avi- 
ators to take service in the aerial 
bombing service of the Loyalists. 

And then came a blast against 
the atheism and irreligion of the 
French people, “a nation of 
apaches and gangsters and prosti- 
tutes,” and more choice language 
of that sort. This was followed 
(I do not exaggerate in the least) 
by a description of the reception 
of General Mola, the Insurgent 
commander who was killed in an 
airplane accident, the reception of 
this general in heaven by Christ 
and all the angels.

PLANS PROGRESS 
FOR TAMPA AIRLINE 


Rivers Signs Assembly Res- 
olution Asking Farley To 
Approve Route. 


Movements went forward on 
two fronts yesterday for obtain- 
ing a direct airline between At- 
lanta and Tampa, Fla. 

A request to Postmaster Gen- 
eral James A. Farley for authority 
to establish an airline between 
Atlanta and Tampa was approved 
by Governor Rivers. He signed 
the resolution, passed by the gen- 
eral assembly, asking that the air- 
line be authorized to furnish the 
capital of Georgia with fast com- 
munication and_ transportation 
with the west coast of Florida. 

Meanwhile, a movement was 
started in Washington by Repre- 
sentative Eugene E. Cox to have 
inserted in the Post Office and 
Treasury Departments’ appropria- 
tion bill a $550,000 item which 
would insure the establishment of 
an air mail route from Atlanta 
to Tampa, via Columbus, Albany, 
Thomasville, Ga., and Tallahas- 
see. 

“If the senate will add this 
amount to the bill, which is now 
in a committee,” Judge Cox said, 
“it would provide sufficient mon- 
ey for the Post Office Department 
to establish four new routes, to 
which the department is already 
committed, one of which would 
be the Atlanta to Tampa route. 

“This proposed route could be 
equipped and put into operation 
by 1939, I believe.” 

He added that if the senate com- 
mittee on appropriations would in- 
sert the $550,000 item and it was 
accepted by the upper chamber, 
‘then it could be thrown into con- 
'ference between the two houses, 
where he is reasonably sure it 
would be accepted by conferees of 
both the senate and the house. 

Governor Rivers said the copy 
'of the resolution he had approved 
|'would be sent to the postmaster

Nonconformists 
Urged To Merge 
With Anglicans 


LONDON, Jan. 21.—(#)—A plan 
aimed at reuniting the state es- 
tablished Church of England with 
nonconforming sects such as Bap- 
tists and Methodists, which broke 


away from it in the 17th century, 
was announced tonight. 

The scheme, which was expected 
to cause keenest controversy, en- 
visages a church in which both 
Anglicans and _  nonconformists 
might “find themselves united 
without loss of what is specially 
valuable in their distinctive tradi- 
tions.” 

It was drawn up by a joint con- 
ference of leading representatives 
of the Church of England and the 
Federal Council of Evangelical 
Free Churches’ (representing 
Methodists, Baptists, Presbyterians 
and others.) 

Resolutions commending the 
plan to the attention of church- 
men have been passed by both 
houses of the convocation of Can- 
terbury, as well as the free church 
council. 

The scheme suggests priests and 
ministers in charge of congrega- 
tions be known as “presbyters,” 
that bishops who assent to union 
be accepted as bishops of the unit- 
ed church and that presbyters of 
all uniting churches may be con- 
secrated as bishops. 

A reunited church along the 
lines proposed would have an es- 
timated membership of 7,000,000 
persons,

T CONVICTS ESCAPE 
IN TATTNALL TRUGK 


Guard Overpowered, Guns 
Taken, Released Eight 
Miles From Prison. 


REIDSVILLE, Jan. 21.—(?)— 
Seven negro convicts from Geor- 
gia’s “Piney Woods Alcatraz” 
leaped upon their guard en route 
to work at the state prison farm 
today, made him captive and fled 
in a prison truck. 

One -of the fugitives, who stay- 
ed with the truck where it was 
abandoned about 20 miles from 
here, near Baxley, was returned to 
the prison later in the day, but 
the other six, one with a record of 
seven previous breaks, scattered 
through the south Georgia wood- 
lands. 

The guard, H. E. Laramore, who 
was released about eight miles 
from the point of his abduction 
and gave the alarm, was unhurt. 

Guard’s Guns Taken. 

St. James B. Alexander, Reids- 
ville newspaper correspondent, 
said he was informed some of the 
fugitives had muttered threats 
against Guard Laramore, but that 
one interceded for him. The flee- 
ing prisoners took his shotgun and 
pistol on their flight. 

Assistant _Warden Mark Sims 
said 17 convicts were on the truck 
going to work at the state prison 
farm three miles down the river 
from the prison proper. As the 
truck halted, he said he was told, 
a small group pounced on Lara- 
more, quickly disarming him, and 
made off in the truck, taking the 
guard along for a portion of the 
flight. 

The 11 others were left in the 
fields. 

State highway patrolmen, prison 
guards, and city and county offi- 
cers from _ surrounding towns 
joined in a widespread hunt for 
the convicts. Dogs were put on 
the trail to lead some of the 
posses. 

Assistant Warden Sims listed 
the fugitives as L. H. Anderson, 
Willie Brooks, Henry Irwin, John 
Jones, Walter Harris and Willie 
Kinnebrew. 

Eighth Escape For One. 

The state prison commission in 
Atlanta said Anderson had a 
record of seven previous escapes 
and was serving a long term on 
burglary and robbery sentences 
from Muscogee, Bibb, Peach and 
Taylor counties.

for construction of two new bat- 
tleships. The measure now goes 
to the senate. 

The bill provides $26,723,186 
more than the navy’s current ap- 
propriation, but $11,139,977 less 
than budget estimates, 

In addition to the two battle- 
ships, it would permit start of 
construction of 20 other warships, 
including four auxiliary vessels, 
and continuation of work on 74 
ships already on the ways. 

Just before final passage of the 

bill, the house struck out, by a 
standing vote of 110 to 83, an 
amendment previously adopted 
which would have suspended all 
promotions and retirements of 
commissioned officers in the navy 
for the next fiscal year. 

Representative Scott, Democrat, 
California, author of the amend- 
ment, agreed to its rejection when 
Chairman Vinson, Democrat, 
Georgia, of the house naval com- 
mittee, assured him the commit- 
tee would give early considera- 
tion to legislation to improve the 
promotion system. 

Included in the bill were funds 
for reopening the torpedo manu- 
facturing plant at Alexandria, Va. 

The measure also would provide 
for ee the ammuni- 
tion ship 

Only 15 ‘ieee stood in op- 
position to the bill’s final passage 
after the house rejected last-min- 
ute attempts by Representative 
Fish, Republican, New York, to 
add a provision to authorize Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to call a naval ar- 
maments limitation conference.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—In- 
stead of appropriating huge 
sums to build battleships, the 
house, before it passed the annual 
naval supply bill late today, was 
warned by Representative Stephen 
Pace, of Georgia, that it should 
give more attention to pressing 
problems now confronting the 
farmers of the nation. 

“I believe in adequate national 
defense,” he said, “but it seems to 
me that there are matters of more 
urgent importance demanding our 


attention at this time. ‘ 


“We are told to rush through 
appropriations to build more bat- 
tleships, to cost $70,000,000 each, 
while the $130,000,000 which we 
appropriated last August for the 
benefit of cotton farmers is still 
being held in the Treasury.” 

Pace, himself a member of the 
military affairs committee of the 
lower chamber, told his colleagues 
the $130,000,000 appropriations 
was intended to help farmers who 
were compelled to sell their cotton 
for less than the cost of produc-

Craigie’s background qualified 
him peculiarly to inquire into 
Japanese naval intentions.

Children wish 
to be rid of their own parents 
when the parents cease to be serv- 
iceable. I have recently witnessed 
a pleasure loving pair send their 
old father to an institution where 
he must spend his last days. I 
couldn’t swallow my dinner that 
night while these neighbors went 
casually about their business as 
though they hadn’t been party to 
a tragedy.” 

Truly there is no more pa- 
thetic sight in life than that of 
the old, dependent parent who 
has no home and isn’t welcome 
in the homes of his children. 
Shakespeare’s King Lear, lashed 
by the storm had at least, sym- 
pathetic ears to hear him howl 
his despair and that’s more than 
some fathers and mothers have 
today. 

Nobody argues that the poor, old 
person doesn’t create perplexing 
problems for the younger ones. 
Naturally every couple prefers to 


live alone, unburdened by the care | 


of old folks but that doesn’t abro- 
gate the fifth commandment nor 
relieve children of their duty to 
see their parents tenderly cared 
for; even at the sacrifice to them- 
selves and sacrifice it must be, 
at best. 


When the old are considerate, 
do their ptmost to mind their 
own busirtess and stay out of the 
way, they can’t do it in another’s 
home. Inevitably they invade 
the family freedom. The older 
they are, the more like children 
they are: curious, eager to know 
what’s going on and equally 
eager to get in it. 


They have been used to @ccupy 
the center of the stage, give direc- 
tions and see them carried out. 
Living in another’s home, they 
have neither work nor interest ex- 
cept what they can pick up. They 
are lonely and want company. 
They are bored and want amuse- 
ment. Or, they are ailing and 
need to be nursed; failing and in 
need of sympathy and understand- 
ing. 


Hard and cruel is the son or 
daughter who has no compas- 
sion for the old parent. Un- 
imaginative they are, too, if they 
don’t think ahead to the time 
when they, in turn, will be ex- 
tending trembling hands to their 
children, begging for the same 
things which their parents now 
beg of them; a warm, loving 
home with ample assurance that 
they aren’t in the way. 


If the old parents can’t get that 
much from son and daughter, I 
should think he or she would pre- 
fer to spend the twilight years in 
an institution where there’s pleas- 
ant companionship with those of 
one’s generation, a place where the 
bed one lies in is not begrudged, 
where the table one sits at is hos- 
pitable. 


But this doesn’t touch the case 
of the son and daughter who 
have thrown out the fifth com- 
mandment, ignored their filial 
obligation, forgot the years of 
tender care that father and 
mother lavished upon them. 
There may be conditions in a 
family that make it expedient 
or even necessary to take care 
of an old, dependent parent out- 
side the home; but there can be 
no exigencies that excuse a son 
and daughter for cruel neglect, 
or mistreatment of an aged par- 
ent. 

_ I am afraid our correspondent 
is largely right. We have thrown 
overboard our fine and ancient 
family sentiments that came from 
Sinai and we have taken on a 
casual attitude that’s coarse and 
crude, while we have chanted to 
the music of the swing band: 
Maybe God’s not in His heaven;

SHORTNESS OF BREATH. 


Quickening of the breathing 
such as occurs with vigorous ex- 
ercise in health or with slight ef- 
fort or none in various diseases 
is medically termed tachypnea. It 
is to be distinguished from diffi- 
culty in breathing or labored 
breathing such as occurs during 
a paroxysm of asthma, which is 
called dyspnea. If the breathing 
is less difficult sitting up than 
lying down as in certain cases of 
heart disease, laryngitis, aneurism 
and bronchitis, it is called ortho- 
opnea. | 

Perhaps the most common cause 
of shortness of breath, breathless- 
ness on exertion. short-winded- 
ness, is simple flabbiness, poor nu- 
tritional state, lack of condition 
from lack of daily exercise. Next 
comes overweight or beginning 
obesity. Other causes are  alti- 
tude, exposure to vitiated air (lack 
of sufficient ventilation in room), 
habitual or frequent exposure to 
air polluted with carbon monox- 
ide, anemia, beginning diabetes, 
sometimes pleural effusion, that is, 
an accumulation of “water” in one 
or both pleural cavities, with or 
without painful pleurisy. In a good 
many instances short-windedness 
is due to the habit of taking one 
or another coal-tar derivatives 
such as acetanilide in one of the 
numerous nostrums in which this 
drug is the main ingredient. With 
the shortness of breath due -to 
acetanilide or allied drug there 
may or may not be a bluish ap- 
pearance of the lips and nails or 
the while skin surface due to 
grave interference with. the oxy" 
gen-carrying function of the blood.’ 

So it is obvious that no partic- 
ular remedy will correct short- 
ness of breath. In any case the 


‘only sensible course is to undergo 


a physical or health examination 
and then to follow the advice or 
instruction the physician gives, 
In dyspnea from emphysema 
(ballooning of air-cells in the 
lungs) or from bronchiectasis (di- 
latation of bronchial tubes) or 
in some cases of chronic bron- 
chitis or asthma the difficulty is 
chiefly expiratory, due to impair- 
ment of the elasticity of lungs and 
ehest.

Veal Tender, Flavorful Meat 


By RUTH CHAMBERS 


A tender and well flavored meat 
is veal, and it can be used on 
many occasions to add variety io 
the menu. A veal roast is a grand 
dish for any dinner, Leg, shoulder 
and loin of veal may be roasted. 
Veal is also excellent when brais- 
ed. Chops, cutlets and steaks of 
veal are cooked by braising. Veal, 
cut im small pieces, is good in 
stew. Cut into slices, wrapped 
around bread dressing, it forms 
the delicious veal “birds,” which 
may be cooked on top of the stove 
or in a baking dish in the oven. 

Because of its delicate flavor 
and fine texture, veal is one of the 
most popular meats to use in 
salads. Jellied veal salads are es- 
pecially good. 

Do Not Sear Veal. 

Veal is not hard to cook. The 
chief thing to remember is that it 
is lacking in fat and _ therefore 
care must be taken not to let it 
become too dry. Formerly you 
were advised to cover a veal roast, 
but: tests show that with the low 
oven temperatures now used for 
roasting veal, too, may be cooked 
in an uncovered pan. Be sure that 
your oven temperature remains 
low (300” F.). Do not sear the 
meat. If you use a roast-meat ther- 
mometer, the roast will be done 
when the internal temperature 
registered is 170 degree F. Twenty- 
five to 30 minutes should be al- 
lowed per pound. 

Strips of bacon may be placed 
over the veal roast, if you ‘wish, to 
keep it moist and juicy... 

Veal chops and steaks are not 
broiled or panbroiled. They are 
usually breaded» Then a little 
liquid is added and they are cook- 


fed slowly in a covered pan.

Rokewed Pressure on Rail 
Group Changes Gains 
"Into Losses.

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NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—(P)— 
Renewed pressure on the rail 
group tipped the scales toward 
lower prices in the bond market 
today.

A few low yield corporate is- 
sues were marked up fractionally 
but United States Governments 
retreated, closing 1-32d to 5-32ds 
of a point lower. 

Losses ran from 1 to around 5 
points in Great Northern 4 1-2s at 
84; Nickel Plate 4 1-2s at 46 1-4; 
Boston & Maine 4 3-4s at 32; Al- 
leghany Corporation 5s, 1949, at

|Market Is Believed Discounting 
_ Anticipated Earnings Statements 
|Traders Take to Sidelines | — , 


Awaiting Issuance of ‘Big 
Steel’s’ Reports.

NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—About 


the best thing that can be said 
about the stock market is that it 


seems to be fast in a rut, at’ least} 


so far as the industrials are con- 
cerned. It is unhurried, unexcited 
and dull, with dealings contracting 
further on Friday’s setback. So far 
the industrial average is holding 
within. the 130-135 range. But 
considering what is happening in 
the railroad section, the odds 
would seem to be on its breaking 
out on the under side rather than 
the upper side of that range. ° 
Selling in the industrial section 
on Friday was largely in anticipa- 
tion of a rather poor earnings 
statement to be issued by the Unit- 
ed States Steel Corporation at the 
quarterly meeting next Tuesday. 
A great many traders prefer to 
take a side-position until “Big 
Steel’s” earnings results—bad news 
or not so bad—are out of the way. 


Selling in Rail Shares. 

Renewed selling came into the 
railroad section also on Friday. 
The main reason back ‘of such 
sales, aside from the continued 
weakness in railroad bonds, was 
the thought that December earn- 
ings of the carriers will begin to 
appear next week and are likely to 
be even poorer than November re- 
sults. 

Total carloadings for all lines in 
the four weeks of last December 
fell to 2,309,127, as compared with 
the 2,627,637 cars loaded in the 
four weeks of November. Car- 
loadings declined almost perpen- 
dicularly, save for a brief upturn 
early in December, after the peak 
for 1937 was reached in early Oc- 
tober. For the five weeks of Octo- 
ber, loadings totaled 4,017,319 cars. 

There was some offset, in De- 
cember, against falling gross reve- 
nues, for the roads cut operating 
expenses to the bone. But it is al- 
most a foregone conclusion that 
few roads were able to show re- 
sults equal to even the dismal re- 
ports made for December. 


On Friday, the Dow-Jones rail- 
road average made the lowest clos- 
ing since early this month. The 
closing average of 29.80 compares 
with the bear market closing low 
of 28.91 set on December 28. The 
recent closing high was 32.33, set 
on January 10. 


Motor stocks were not helped 
by the news from Washington that 
the leaders of the industry were 
in substantial agreement with the 
President’s. ideas on installment 
selling. ‘There was doubt as to 
whether the agreement concerned 
a stiffening of installment terms 
or some arrangement to save 
money to consumers on financing 
costs. Making it more difficult to 
purchase cars could hardly result 
in anything. but a reduction in the 
total sales volume of the indus- 
try. The industry itself, through 
the National Automobile Manu- 
facturers’ Association, recently 
estimated that 60 per cent of new 
passenger cars and trucks are sold 
on the installment plan. 

On the theory of competition 
between industries for the con- 
sumers’ dollar, advanced several 
years ago as the “new competi-

Encouragement Is Found. 

The street has found some mild 
encouragement in the recently re- 
vealed tendency of President 
Roosevelt to clarify his position, 
even if that clarification seems 
to imply some modification of 
aims. An instance was the quali- 
fication of the recent impression 
that he was out to put an end, 
to “all holding companies.”

For 
his remarks were interpreted as 
indicative of a purpose to remove 
support from the heavy indus- 
tries, and at the same time gave 
rise to rumors of a cut in the 
United States buying price for 
gold. 

If rumors were now to arise 
of various steps likely to be taken 
to help the price structure, Some 
backbone might be put into com- 
modity markets by the President’s 
assertion that the administration 
is standing fast to its long-time 
price objective of a return to 1926 
levels.

Professor Pickering, a ‘gradu- 
ate of Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology,. established an as- 
tronomical station for the Harvard 
observatory at Mandeville in 1900. 
He re-established it in 1911 and 
converted it into a private ob- 
servatory in 1925. : 

Upon becoming connected ‘with 
the Harvard observatory soon aft- 
er his graduation from M. I. T., in 
1879, Professor Pickering “led a 
number of expeditions to observe 
eclipses and others to make ob- 
servations of the moon. 

In 1899 he discovered Phoebe, 
the ninth satellite of Saturn, and 
showed later why it revolved in a 
direction opposite to the others. 

. Twenty years later he predicted 
the existence and gave the loca- 
tion of the ninth planet, Pluto. 

Professor Pickering’s expeditions 
carried him to many sections of 
the United States and to the West 
Indies and Chile. 

Besides astronomy, he was in- 
terested in mountain ciimbing and 
ascended more than 100 peaks, 
including Half Dome in Yosemite 
valley in 1878, and the 19,400-foot 
El Misti peak in Peru.

IN TERRIFIC DRIVE 


Battle Seid To Be Raging 


on Proportions Equalling 
World War Offensive. 


HENDAYE, France (at the 
Spanish Frontier), Jan. 21.—(7)— 
The Insurgent army drove down 
the banks of the Alhambra river 
toward government-held Teruel 
today in a renewed offensive 
which _Insurgents said might de- 
cide the future course of Spain’s 
civil war. 

Military advices from the front 
said Generalissimo Franco’s 
forces were staking everything on 
recapture of the city. The battle, 


with its large infantry, artillery 
and airplane concentrations, was 
described as equalling those of the 
World War. 

Terucl, strategic provincial cap- 
ital wrested from the Insurgents 
by government troops in a sur- 
prise attack a month ago, was re- 
ported under fire of Insurgent 
guns. 

Insurgent advices said Franco’s 
troops were cleaning up river po- 
sitions north of Teruel where the 
government fighters had been 
strongly entrenched. 


Rebels Consolidate Forces. 


Government counter-attacks 
were reported to have been re- 
pulsed by the Insurgents at Pe- 
drizas Platteau. It was here that 
the Insurgents were reported to 
have consolidated their forces aft- 
er routing the government troops 
from the river strongholds. 

The government acknowledged 
fresh advances had been made by 
the Insurgents, including complete 
occupation of E] Muleton Hill, on 
the western front of Teruel. 


47 Killed in Air Raids. 


A government communique said 
47 persons were killed by Insur- 
gent air raids in eastern Spain 
today while government war 
planes bombarded Salamanca, In- 


surgent capital, in reprisal. 

(A dispatch from Salamanca | 
said at least nine persons were 
killed and more than a_= score 
wounded in the government at-/! 
tack, said to have been the worst | 
the city had suffered in the 18-| 
month civil war.) 

The communique § said ee 
nine tons of explosives and shrap- 
nel were dropped on Salamanca 
by 20 large bombers. 

The principal Insurgent attacks 
were at Reus and Castellon, on the 
. east coast, where 40 were report- 
ed killed, and at Cuenca, halfway 
between Madrid and Valencia, 
where seven were killed and 19. 
wounded. 


TWO GREEK STEAMERS 
TAKEN BY INSURGENTS 


LONDON, Jan. 21.—(4)—Lloyd’s 
reported today that two Greek 
steamers had been captured by 
an armed trawler of the Spanish 
Insurgents and taken to Ceuta, 
Spanish Morocco, where one was 
held. 

Lloyd’s identified the ships as 
the Aikaterni T., 2,560 tons, which 
was released, and the 4,181-ton 
Meropi. The report followed 
Lloyd’s announcement of a 50 per 
cent reduction in insurance rates 
for Mediterranean cargoes.

Sir Hubert Describes Long 
Moonlight Flight at 
50 Below. 


The. first moonlight airplane 
flight in the Arctic is described 
here by a noted explorer who is 
head of an expedition searching 
for the lost Soviet flier, Sigismund 
Levanevsky, and his crew of five, 
who disappeared on August 13 on 
a transpolar flight. 


AKLAVIK, N. W. T., Jan. 21.— 
(By Wireless)—We have just 
completed the first Arctic search 
by moonlight for Sigismund Le- 
vanevsky and his five compan- 
ions, covering 1,425 miles in a 
flight in temperatures ranging to 
51 degrees below zero, Fahrenheit. 

It was 44 degrees below zero 
when we started at 6 p. m. (4 
p. m. Atlanta time). We returned 
at 3:35 a. m, From 8:05 p. m. un- 
til 9:30 we ran into thin clouds 
at intervals of about five to ten 
minutes, with equal intervals of 
clear moonlight. From 9:30 on, the 
clouds tops were above 5,000 feet 
and the ceiling low. At 10:05, aft- 
er flying for a half-hour in a 
snow-laden cloud without having 
seen the ice below, I decided to 
return, for, while it would have 
been possible to contiaue on above, 
it would not have served our pur- 
pose, which is to search the ice. 

Fly Through Snow. 

As we turned, we ran into a 
hard, granular snow which stung 
our faces as it blew through the 
open cockpit windows. For half an 
hour we flew in this snow cloud, 
which obstructed all visibility 
outside the cockpit. Our estimated 
position when we turned was lati- 
tude 76 north, longitude 140 west. 
Returning, we shaped our course 
for Herschel Island, and our steady 
air speed and elapsed time before 
we were over Herschel confirmed 
our estimated turning point. 

We were quite comfortable dur- 
ing the flight and warm in our 
reindeer skin clothing, which was 
made for us by an Eskimo woman 
at Point Barrow.

This dif- 
ficulty was overcome when in the 
air by l:aving the windows open, 
depending upon our clothes to 
keep us warm,

The metal skin of the ship in a 
temperature of 50 below zero froze 
tight to exposed hands and fin- 
gertips, and, as preparations were 
being made, a dog sniffing at the 
plane got his nose frozen to the 
fuselage. He howled and bucked 
and finally broke clear and then 
went howling down the river. 
Many fingertips were frozen while 
we were filling the tanks with 
gasoline. 

But these are minor difficulties. 
The lack of crystal clear weather 
is our greatest trouble. From past 
experience, we know such weath- 
er sometimes does occur in the 
early spring. We’ will look for it 
perhaps tomorrow or next month, 


Meanwhile, we are preparing for 
another flight, weather permitting.
